It 
had, been indicated in dispatches 
that complete prohibition of _im- 
portatign into . these provinces 
that shave endersed . prohibition 
was aimed at, but this-does not 
seem to be the vases <4 9. 
' The-bill does not’ prevent. the 
importation into Alberta of in- 
toxicating liquor for private cun- 
sumpticn,,.but it. apparently 
strengthens the hands of the ,ov- 
ernment in’ dealing . with illicit 
sales. 

The full text -of the bill is as 
follows : x 

“An Act in aid of Provincial 
Legislation prohibiting .  re- 
stricting the sale or use -of In- 
toxicating Liquors. : 

“‘His Majesty, by and. with the 
advice and consent of the Senate 
and House. of Commons of Can- 
ada, maucts as follows : 

‘1. Any person who by him-

Economic Independence of Canada 

Canada and Australia are finding a 
new sgelf-dependence in the economic 
situation brought about by the war. 
An” Ottawa dispatch predicts the 
establishment’ within the Dominion of 
facilities for refining “millions of -dol- 
jars’ worth of nicke' matte from Sud- 
bury, which now goes to New Jer- 
sey,” and speaks of the creation in 
Canada of industries in zine and cop- 
per “worth millions of dollars annu- 
ally.” Textile end other manufactur- 
ers have expanded. In Australia a 
commission has just issued a report 
on the war’s effects, showing that 
the cutting.off of overseas supplies 
has made the. commonwealth more 
self-supported. Previously, an  at- 
tempt was made (to stop leather ex- 
-portg in favor of home factories; but 
ailed; now large supplies once sent 
to central Burope go to new home 
plants. QOne.of the greatest wool 
producing regions in the world, Aus- 
tralia, will probably never again im- 
port woollen clothing to half the ex- 
tent she was doing up to last year. 
Germans who have boasted of the 
self-reliance of their country, com- 
pared with Great Britain seeking ‘aid 
of all the world, should note the de- 
velopment which the war is giving 
the British dominions —New York 
Eveming Post.
